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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of claims 

The response filed on 07/24/2008 is acknowledged. Claims 4-6 are newly added. 
Claims 1-6 now remain pending. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "uneven contact 
surface" of claims 1 and 5 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
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Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sadakata et al. (JP 2001027256A). 

Regarding claim 1 , Sadakata et al. discloses a similar device comprising: 

> a female member (fig . 1 ,2) adapted for slidingly receiving a male member 
(fig . 1 , 4) therein and at least one metal strip (fig. 7, 14) fitted therebetween 
having an uneven contact surface, characterized in that said metal strip is 
fitted between the male member and the female member and inside at 
least one recess (fig.8, 19) in a fastening cage (fig. 8, 21) clamped to the 
external surface of said male member. 
Regarding claim 2, Sadakata et al. discloses that said cage is clamped to the 
outside of the male member by deformations (fig.4, 29) on the lateral surface thereof. 
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Regarding claim 4, Sadakata et al. discloses a plurality of metal strips (fig. 7, both 
strips 14) fitted inside respective recesses of said cage. 

Regarding claim 5, Sadakata et al. discloses a similar device comprising: 

> a female member (fig . 1 , 2) adapted for slidingly receiving a male member 
(fig. 1 , 4) therein; 

> at least one metal strip (fig.7, 14) having an uneven contact surface, a 
fastening cage (fig. 8, 21 ) fitted between the male member and the female 
member, said fastening cage having at least one recess (fig. 8, 19), and 

> said fastening cage surrounding said male member (see fig . 1 ); and at 
least one metal strip received in said at least one recess (see fig. 6) 

Regarding claim 6, Sadakata et al. discloses a plurality of metal strips (fig.7, both 
arms 14) fitted inside respective recesses of said cage (see fig.7). 

4. Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Aota 

etal. (JP 2001158364). 

Regarding claim 5, Aota et al. discloses a similar device comprising: 

> a female member (fig . 1 , 1 ) adapted for slidingly receiving a male member 
(fig. 1 , 6) therein; 

> at least one metal strip (fig.2, 13) having an uneven contact surface, a 
fastening cage (fig.2, 12) fitted between the male member and the female 
member, said fastening cage having at least one recess (fig.2, space 
between ends 1 0 and 1 1 of cage), and 
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> said fastening cage surrounding said male member (see fig. 3b); and at 
least one metal strip received in said at least one recess (see fig. 2, the 
metal strip is in said recess). 

Regarding claim 6, Aota et al. discloses a plurality of metal strips (fig. 3a, 13,14) 

fitted inside respective recesses of said cage (see fig. 3). 

Regarding the product by process recitations in the claim 3 above, even though 
product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, determination of 
patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a product does not 
depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the 
same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even 
though the prior product was made by a different process. Please see MPEP 21 13 for 
more information. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -3 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
